Henry was Hcnipslcad county administrator before the county organizations 
were abolished all over the state and nation to reduce overhead expense.

The other neighboring counties, Mil- 


ler and LaFayette, arc to be administ- 
ered from headquarters at ElDorado, 
it was reported. 


Arkansas has been divided into ten 


federal relief districts, instead of 75 
counties; and four of the ten districts 
arc set up and functioning today. 


At Hope headquarters the followinff 


district officials will maintain offices: 
District administrator, social welfare 
director, rural rehabilitation super- 
visor, and district auditor. 


Field men will cover the seven coun- 


ties, Mr. Henry said.

Mr. Thompson, Red Cross chairman 


in this county during the 1930 drouth, 
recalled that Hempstead got the fol- 
lowing drouth aid that year: 


1,987 families were cared for during 


the drouth period. 
This meant feed- 


ing or rather the providing of food 
for about 9,835 people; men, women 
and children, of Hcmpstead county. 


$19,847 in cash, provided by the Am- 


erican people, was expended in the 
county for foodstuffs and 
clothing. 


This is not including the 6 carloads 
shipments which were recived 
and 


distributed, nor docs it include the 
expenditures for seed which was dis- 
tributed earlier last fall.

New England Feels Pinch 


of Terror, Rains Fall 


in West

The drouth reached into Maine Wed- 


nesday as rains put an end to it in the 
middle America wheat and corn belts. 


Agriculturists said the rains were 


too late to save the wheat crop in 
Northwestern states, but would prob- 
ably prevent loss of other corps. 


At Washington, President Roosevelt 


withheld his drouth message to con- 
gress, waiting to learn what benefits 
the rains have had. 


In Ohio, a federal crop expert said 


that alk of irreparable damage to 
crops by the drouth was "hysteria," 
and that "a shower a week" would 
bring many crops through in fair 
shape.

CHICAGO—(/P)—New dry spots ap- 


peared on the nation's drouth map 
Wednesday and rains brought some 
relief to other hard hit sections.

ed. 


Leonard said there was $794,406.55 in 


the highway fund—more than enough 
to meet all interest requirements this 
calendar year. 


With current collections coming in 


at the rate of % million dollars month- 
ly, he estimated that between 2 and 
2'/2 millions would be available this 
year for bond retirement. 


Nearly 4 millions has been raised 


since the special legislature last Feb- 
ruary enacted the refunding act which 
was an outgrowth of a compromise 
settlement between the state and its 
creditors.

of Arkansas' Soil 


U. S. Will Protect Wast- 


ing Slopes With Tim- 


ber or Heavy Grass 


WASHINGTON—(yP)-A large-scale 


soil erosion demonstration project in- 
volving 100,000 acres in Faulkner, Cle- 
burne and White counties, Arkansas, 
was announced Wednesday by H. H. 
Bennett, director of the Interior De- 
partment's soil erosion service. 


Bennett designated the project with 


the approval of Secretary Ickes and 
appointed Fred L. Newport, of Itasca, 
Texas, formerly a resident of Toma- 
hawk, Ark., as regional director for 
tht undertaking. 


Bennett said the tilled area would 


be decreased to some extent by plac- 
ing steep erosive slopes in timber, 
grass or other thick-growing crops 
wherever farmers can be convinced of 
the logis of such procedure.

Supports One Cow Per 


Acre for 125 Days in 


Kansas Test 


Sudan grass has attained populari- 


ty as a summer pasture crop, states 
Frank R. Stanley, county agent. In 
regions of low rainfall and high tem- 
peratures, its carrying capacity dur- 
ing hot summer months is superior to 
that of any other grass or legume. 


On the Experimental Farm at Dodge 


City, Kan., a herd of milk cows wai 
pastured alternately on sudan grass 
and 
on 
native grasses. The sudan 


grass furnished abundant pasturage 
at the rate of one cow per acre for 
125 days and cows made a daily av- 
erage of 3.8 pounds more milk per 
cow on sudan grass than on native 
grasses. 


Hogs relish the grass and when they 


have access to sudan grass pasture, 
good gains can be produced with 6C 
to 70 per cent of the customary grain 
ration. 


Date of seeding in this section is 


any time between May 1 and July 15. 
It can be sown broadcast for pasture 
at the rate of 20 to 25 pounds of seed 
per acre. Sudan grass seed are cheap j 
and soils of Hempstead county are 
adapted to its growth. It will furnish 
some cheap feed during summer and 
early fall months.

$200,000,000 to pay for a military pre- 
paredness program. 


Italy, it was indicated, would fol- 


low in London's footsteps. 


The development encouraged Ger- 


many to hope that its foreign cred- 
itors would now be more lenient.

Roosevelt can present it 'to the coun- 
try, isn't the greatest vote-getter ever 
tossed into a campaign, the politicians 
will swap their pants for rompers.

90 per cent of people think in terms 
of security. 


Insiders on Capitol Hill know Roose- 


velt won't wait until Congress meets 
in January to reveal his plans. He is 
the issue in this election and has no 
reason to miss a trick by keeping 
quiet. 


And don't be surprised at a pro- 


posal to create a new cabinet berth, 
occupied by Secretary of Public Wel- 
fare Harry Hopkins. This may not 
have been decided yet. But it's in the 
cards.

No regular policemen or 
firemen were hurt. 


Another unusual strike factor noted 


here was Governor Olson's order that 
national guardsmen keep trucks off 
the street. That amounted to putting 
fhem on the picket line!

By Olive Roberts Barton 


Burdening a Child Beyond His Mental 


Capacity Interferes With Learning 


Dr. Douglas A* Thorn, director of 


the habit clinics of Boston and direc- 
tor also of Mental Hygiene in the De- 
partment of Mental Diseases of Mass- 
a chusetts, in his new book, "Guiding 
the Adolescent," refers among other 
things to "educational pitfalls." 


The words caught my eye at onc- 


"Eudcational Pitfalls." 


Contrary to what, I had expec 


Dr. Thorn explains that these are 
varous kinds , of failure in the ol< 
child to cope with the high order 
study expected of, him. 


I had in mind the conflicts arisin 


from trying to fit the newer ana 
broader vision in education today to 
narrower 
home 
tradition. 
Newer 


ideas of religion, of government and 
so on, which I do think cause much 
perplexity—learning one way of look- 
ing at things at home, and another at 
school. Who is right, the child wants 
to know. 


But Dr. Thorn bears harder on the 


other trouble, the fact that many chil- 
dren who do well in lower grade work 
find themselves up against a real im- 
passe in high,,-.£fihool, while parents 
attribute this failure.to laziness or in- 
difference. 


Beacons for Failure 


To go over some of the pertinent 


points, he explains the various reasons 
'of'failure. 


First, some children are physically 


incapable of applying themselves to 
school work more than others can 
conventrate on lessons for ten or even 
twelve hours a day without fatigue, 
I am not quoting directly, but para- 
phrasing his Ideas. 


Second, very many children 
find 


themselves pushed along, and when 
they enter high school have no real 
preparation for meeting their tasks. 
I think this is very important. 
Not 


only is there too little foundation for 
the sudden jump into scholastic work, 
but the habit of concentration has 
never been acquired. 


The third point I have left until 


last because I believe it to be the 
most important — mental immaturity. 
Dr. Thorn stresses the point. 


Authorities on mental calibre agree 


that comparatively few adults have 
really adult minds, meaning that per- 
fect development up to the chosen 
unit of standard is not ajways reach- 
ed. It would take a long list of tables 
to explain this, but suffice it to say 
that each one of us has our "mental 
age." 


Some even go beyond 
accepted 


standard, but many stay below. This 
does not mean that these latter are 
morons or odd or abnormal in any 
way. 
Often the reverse. Intelligence 


is a matter of width rather 
than 


height and the genius in one line may 
be stupid in another. 


Show Mental Growth 


Some children, too, delay mental 


completion until they are older. This 
is why I like the idea of a year or two 
of work before college. Mental im- 
maturity is no equipment for higher 
"study. 


At this time of year parents may 


do well to consider some of these 
things. If a boy—or girl—has had a 
struggle it seems to be the wiser course 
to figure out the trouble and correct 
it. Perhaps there is work he or she 
has missed, work that will be neces- 
sary before they can go on success- 
fully. It can be obtained in vocation. 
Or there is no shame in reaking the 
last year's work aitogetehr. Almost 
anything is better than another "pit- 
fall." They may need only time. 


If possible choose subject suited to 


the typ« of montality. No use wast- 
ing time on those subjects beyond any 
hope of being mastered. It does pay 
to swap horses sometime* in the mid- 
dle of the stream.

WASHINGTON— (#>)—The 
Federal 


Trade Commission Sunday formally 
charged 
three 
leading 
cottonseed 


crushers' associations with conspiracy 
to fix and depress prices end block 
competition. 


The associations, said to cruch 80 


per cent of the cottonseed in the 
South are the National Cottonseed 
Products association, the Tx»s Cotton, 
seed Crushers association and 
the 


Oklahoma Cottonseed Crushers asso- 
ciation. 


After asserting that cottonseed is 


the only crop in many sections from 
which the small cotton farmer receiv- 
es any cash return since the cotton 
crop itself Is usually pledged in ad- 
vance to pay debts, the commission 
charged that: 


"By means of the agreements, un- 


derstandings, policies and co-operative 
practices, respondents have taken a- 
way from farmers and growers ol 
cottonseed 
and 
from 
independeni 


dealers in seed and meal the normal 
advantages of free competition which 
formerly exisiecTand would otherwise 
exist betweijrj' (j'pd^a^ong ropsonden 
mills and. milling companies in the 
purchase o^'coHonseed and ol cotton- 
seed meal'.''' 


"Respondents thereby compelled un- 


organized farmers and dealers to sel 
seed and buy meal at prices and on 
terms determined 
collectively 
ant 


collusiv.ely by respondents and arti- 
fically depressed the price obtainec 
for seed by said farmers and dealers 
below the level obtainable had there 
been no such determination." 


The associations were given unti 


July G to file answers with the com- 
mission and to show cause why the 
ccmmiifsion should not issue an oredr 
requiring.r&hem to cease and desist 
from the'alleged illegal practices. 


The speciiSSbTlnHtilpd, of price fixing 


attacked by the cojjmiision ware bas- 
ed on the promoting and holding of 
frequent meetings and coferences a- 
mong the associations, and the syste- 
matic exchange of information con- 
cerning prices among themselves. 


The commission ?aid that the Texas 


and Oklahoma associations as well as 
associations not specifically charge! 
all affiliated with the national asso- 
ciation, had devised a method where- 
by prices were fixed automatically.

Total 44 Million 


27 Million Advanced by 


Local Crop Loan As- 


sociations 


As (he Farm Credit Administration 


rounds out its first year's work, Pro- 
duction Credit Commissioner S. M. 
Garwood reports that the 
farmers' 


production credit associations, which 
were organized last winter and began 
to do 
business in volume in'April, 


have handled about 
?44,500,000 of 


spring financing. 


"The associations 
have advanced 


?27,300,000 of this amount," Mr. Gar- 
wcjod said, "and the balance of $17,- 
200,000 has been allocated to the ac- 
counts of borrowers. Most of this bal- 
ance fioes to farmers who arc getting 
their loans in a scries of payments 
during the season, so they will have 
the money when they need it and 
meanwhile save on interest charges. 


"Most of the loans made this spring 


have been for crop production," Mr. 
Garwood continued, "and while the 
spring seasonal demand for crop pro- 
duction loans has now passed its peak, 
jhe gradual increase in the size of 
'loans indicates that farmers and stock- 
men arc turning their attention to 
livestock loans and loans for general 
farming purposes. 


"The extremely low cost of money 


this spring is very encouraging to new 
agricultural financing. The produc- 
tion credit associations have been able 
to reduce the interest rates on new 
loans to 5 per cent; and this factor is 
enabling many farmers to get loans 
who up until now have postponed the 
purchase of needed workstock, horses, 
equipment, machinery, repairs 
and 


improvements. 


"Such loans must be secured by first 


liens on sufficient livestock or equip- 
ment, owned or purchased, to secure 
the loan adequately."

from $5.75, spent by a worker who 
tlays at horns and goes to the ball 
game every afternon, to $18 a year, 
.spent, by families that take motor 
trips. 


Most people think that the cheapest 


vacation they can get is to visit their 
relatives, but even that costs the av- 
erage family $25. 


Sometimes the cheapest vacation is 


the best, and the most expensive vaca- 
tion may be a total loss from the point 
of view of producing rest and health 


An old-time doctor \vas asked by a 


young asistant how to run his office 
successfully.
